County Committees Held 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETING 

The regular September meeting 
of the School Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2, was held 
in the Council room, on Monday, 
September 21. 

The meeting convened at 10:3u 
in the forenoon. Committee Chair¬ 
man J. M. McKay presided, 
and Committee Members Frank 
Thurber, R. O. Bertrand, A. Mc¬ 
Alister, and George Moses were pre¬ 
sent. Also present at the meeting 
were E. K. Hawkesworth, Su¬ 
perintendent, and D. D. McQueen, 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

R. L. Jones of the Vulcan Junior 
Band was present at the meeting, 
and interviewed the Committee in 
respect to obtaining additional 
accommodation on Mondays from 
3:30 to 4:30 in the afternoon, for 
the purpose of practicing for the 
beginners’ class. After discussing 
this matter for some time, the 
members of the Committee were 
in agreement that the band be 
allowed to use one of the rooms 
in the Hazel Cameron Elementary 
School, and that arrangements be 
made with the principal and jani¬ 
tor of the school to look after the 
supervising of the children at that 
time. 

A letter from the Modern Elec¬ 
tronics, Lethbridge, with respect 
to the clocks in the Lomond and 
Milo Schools was read. The letter 
gave information as to what should 
be done to assist in the repair of 
these clocks. The matter was turn¬ 
ed over to Ernie Douville, Service 
Man. 

An application from Miss Lynn 
Godkin for an educational bursary 
was read. The members of the 
Committee noted that Miss Godkin 
had qualified academically and 
that she had been recommended 
for a bursary. It was moved and 
carried, and the County approved 
a two-year education bursary for 
Miss Godkin in accordance with the 
usual policy. 

Jim O’Reilly. Bus Supervisor, was 
present, and discussed with the 
Committee Members certain vann¬ 
ing items and drew attention to 
the fact that one or two Indian 
students were making application 
to board the bus across the canal 
at Shouldice to be transported to 
Arrowwood. The members of the 
Committee felt that this should be 
allowed as long as there was no 
over-crowding or that the addition 
of extra pupils would not neces¬ 
sitate a larger bus. 

It was moved and carried that 
permission be granted, subject to 
approval of principals, for art clubs 
to use classrooms for art classes. 

It was moved and carried that 
permission be granted to use a 
classroom in the Champion School 
for art classes subject to the su¬ 
pervision of the principal. 

The Secretary-Treasurer read a 
letter from the secretary of the 
School Building Branch, Edmon¬ 
ton, in answer to the County s 
application for certificate of need 
of the Arrowwood School addition. 
The letter pointed out that the 
fact it was not the department's 
policy to scrap the old building, 
but authorized the addition of one

MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE 

The August Meeting of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Committee of the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 was held on Mon¬ 
day, September 28. The meeting 
convened at 10 15 in the forenoon. 

Committee Chairman, Ivpn Haga, 
presided, and Committee Mem¬ 
bers A. Ulrich, D. McNiven, F. Hub- 
ka, and M. Willard were present. 
Also present at the meeting were 
D. McQueen, Secretary-Treasurer, 
J. O'Reilly, Maintenance Foreman, 
and M. Dersch, Construction Fore¬ 
man. 

A plan for the erection of new 
vapor floodlights being supplied by 
the Calgary Power Company for 
the County Machinery Yard was 
discussed, and is was noted that 
the County now has two floodlights 
which may be turned off or on, 
and it was felt by the members 
of the. Committee that the new 
floodlighting system was not need¬ 
ed at this time. No action was 
taken to change the floodlights in 
the machinery yard. 

N. H. Bradley, Consulting En¬ 
gineer to the County of Vulcan, 
arrived at the meeting and also 
H. C. Duguid, District Engineer of 
the Department of Highways, and 
his assistant, from Calgary. The 
members of the Committee had 
invited these gentlemen to come 
to meet them to discuss plans for 
a paving program which the Coun¬ 
ty of Vulcan might undertake dur¬ 
ing the year 1965. 

The members of the Committee 
spent considerable time discussing 
with Mr. Duguid and Mr. Bradley, 
the specifications and factors of 
cost and details of a paving pro¬ 
gram. Mr. Duguid advised the 
Committee that is was desirable 
to have a master paving program 
and submit the same to the Depart¬ 
ment of Highways in Edmonton so 
that an orderly program of road 
paving might be instituted to In¬ 
form the ratepayers of what the 
Councillors had in mind. One of 
t he i tem s w i den came l i t' for ron - 
siderable discussion was the' road 
east from Milo to the Big Bow 
River; that is, easterly to Highway 
No. 36. Mr. Duguid pointed out 
that the bridge over the Bow River 
would cost in the neighborhood of 
$400,000 and the grading of the 
24 miles would be another $300,000, 
which he felt was not warranted 
owing to the sparsely settled area. 
The County of Vulcan had included 
a bridge across the Bow River in 
its bridge requests for this year, 
and although there was no official 
notification, is was felt that the re¬ 
quest did not meet the approval 
of the Bridge Branch. Mr. Bradley 
gave the Councillors figures in re¬ 
spect to the base costs and the costs 
of the sea} coat, and strongly re¬ 
commended that the County use 
some of the partly used air-strip 
at the old R.C.A.F. Station in Sec¬ 
tion 10-16-25 to provide material 
for the base course. The condition 
of the gravel pit on the northwest 
of 33-16-21 was also discussed. It 
was noted that this was government 
land, and that the gravel pit was 
leased to the Department of High¬ 
ways. It was decided to make an 
effort to obtain the use of this 
pit, as it was felt that the Depart¬ 
ment had no further use for gra¬ 
vel due to the fact that No. 23 
Highway was now fully paved In 
this area. 

Mr. Duguid discussed further, the 
tentative paving map which the 
Councillors had prepared previous¬ 
ly and suggested that the County 
undertake no paving east of the

A well-known Vulcan district 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Den ! 
high were both instantly killed in 
the early evening of Friday, Oct. 
9, when their panel truck crash¬ 
ed into the back of a road grader 
on Highway 23, jasi one-half mile 
north of Vulcan. The force of the 
impact demolished the front end 
of the truck, which instantly 
caught fire and, fed by the gaso¬ 
line in the tank under the scat, 
burned fiercely for several 
minutes before the fire was extin¬ 
guished by the Vulcan Fire De¬ 
partment and the bodies removed. 

The accident occurred at about 
6:30 p.m. during a heavy rain. 
The grader was returning to Vul¬ 
can after working on county 
roads when it was hit by the 
Denbigh vehicle. The grader oper¬ 
ator, Howard Whitlock, escaped 
injury except for a bruise on the 
back of his head. 

The Vulcan detachment, RCMP, 
investigated the accident and an 
inquest will be held, probably 
about Nov. 15. 

Mr. and Mrs. Denbigh farmed 
south-east of Vulcan and are sur¬ 
vived by two sons, Michael and 
Joseph. 

John Sutton (Jack) Denbigh was 
43 years of age. During his child¬ 
hood he lived in Vulcan with his 
aunt and uncle, Mrs. Guy Den¬ 
bigh and the late Mr. Denbigh, 
and received his schooling here. 
He served with the Royal Puna, 
dian Navy before and during 
World War 2, returning to Vulcan 
after the war. Besides his sons, 
he is survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
D. F. (Phyllis) Van Blarcom and 
Mrs. J. E. (Joyce) Thomson of 
Calgary, his father, C. F. Denbigh 
of Victoria. B.C., and his aunt, 
Mrs. Guy Denbigh of Calgary. 

Mrs. Marjorie Denbigh, aged 44, 
was the younger daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. B. R. Lom- 
matzsch of Vulcan. Born in Vul¬ 
can, she attended school here. She 
was a member of Cloverleaf 
Rebekah Lodge. Besides her two 
sons she is survived by one sister, 
Mrs. Alma Harris of Vulcan.

Service Held At Vulcan United 
For Pioneer Vulcan Businessman 


Oldtimers and other earlier re¬ 
sidents of Vulcan and district 
wore saddened this week to learn 
of the death at Red Deer on Mon¬ 
day, Oct. 12, 1964, of Thompson 
B. (Tommy) Lebeau, one of the 
earliest and most respected pioneer 
businessmen of Vulcan. 

Funeral services, conducted by 
Rev.— We lli ng t on Dorm e r. —wifi—be 
held at the Vulcan United Church 
on Thursday, Oct. 15, at 2:00 p.m. 
Burial will follow in the family 
plot at the Vulcan cemetery. Pall 
bearers will be Howard Burrell, 
Earl Erickson, Andrew' Nafziger, 
Orville Roe, R. J. Buehler and 
Clifford McAskile. The Eventide 
Funeral Home of Red Deer is in 
charge of arrangements, assisted 
by the Vulcan Funeral Home. 

Born at Menuse, Ont., on Sept. 
17, 1884, Tommy Lebeau was mar¬ 
ried in 1907 to the former Sarah 
Lumb. The couple came west to 
Claresholm in 1910 and in 1912 
moved to the new settlement of 
Vulcan, where Mr. Lebeau set up 
in the blacksmith business, on the 
■iti' row occupied by Gareau’s 
Iron Works. 

When he first came to Vulcan 
he was engaged almost exclusively 
in horse-shoeing, fixing wagons 
and sharpening plowshares, but ns 
the years passed the blacksmith 
business changed to the services 
of welding and general farm 
machinery repairs and Tommy 
Lebeau’s blacksmith shop kept 
pace with the times. 

Always interested in sports, Mr. 
Lebeau was a baseball player in 
his younger days ^nd was one of 
Vulcan's first and most enthusia¬ 
stic curlers. He was known as a 
consistent bonspiel winner for 
many years and continued to curl 
until he was well into his 70's. 
He was also an active golfer for 
many years. He served on both 
the town council and the school 
board and was a member of the 
Masons nnd the Oddfellows in 


Vulcan. 

Mr. Lebeau retired in 1946, when 
hr and Mrs. Lebeau took up resi¬ 
dence in Calgary, but he retained 
a great interest in Vulcan and 
was often a visitor here. 

Surviving are his wife, Sarah. 
Calgary; two daughters, Mrs. G. 
Williams (Marian) of Vancouver

HERE IS YOUR SEVEN-POINT HEATING SYSTEM CHECK LIST 


1. MOST FILTERS are of the disposable type. 
Remove them and you’ll find that you can clean 
them by a good shaking; or use your vacuum 
cleaner. If they obviously need replacing you 
can obtain proper-sized filters at hardware or 
department stores or from your local heating 
contractor. Permanent-type filters (Metallic 
Filters) should be cleaned and re-oiled as 
required. 


2. AT LEAST TWICE A YEAR your furnace 
filters should be checked and cleaned. This 
can be a "do-it-yourself” project for the aver¬ 
age homeowner. If you prefer, call your heating 
contractor, plumber or furnace serviceman and 
arrange for a complete heating system check- 
over. 


3. FURNACE MOTOR AND FAN bearings 
should be lubricated to the manufacturer's 
instructions. 

4. FURNACE VENTS should be free of any 
blockage and checked for state of repair. 

5. REGISTERS should be cleaned of dust and 
foreign objects. 

6 . LOOSE-FITTING DOORS and windows result 
in an overall loss of heat. Application of weather 
stripping will prevent this. But don't turn your 
house into a "sealed box"? Some fresh air in¬ 
lets are important to health and safety. 

7. FURNITURE should be placed so that hot 
or cold air registers are not obstructed.
